But last night 
the RCMP issued a release 
saying an autopsy was con- 
ducted yesterday 
afternoon and determined 
the sudden death wasn’t 
suspicious in nature. 

The South West Nova 
Major Crime Unit and the 
RCMP Forensic Identifica- 
tion Unit assisted in the in- 
vestigation.

opment over the next 
three days.

“We are here both to

One officer, trying to 
move protesters off the 
street and into Cornwallis 
Park, was drowned out by 
a small group of black- 
clad, balaclava wearing 
demonstrators. Officers on 
horseback were brought in 
to move the crowd back, 
but the two horses became 
spooked and spun around 
in agitation. 

The protesters eventual- 
ly dispersed from the 
street, gathering around a 
covered statue of Cornwal- 
lis for more presentations.

At a key meeting of G8 
development ministers in 
Halifax, Canada’s Bev Oda 
is confident she will find 
enough common ground 
to announce progress on 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s signature G8 
agenda item. 
“Development ministers 
are going to agree on a way 
forward,” said Oda’s 
spokeswoman Jessica 
Fletcher. 

Oda is also expected to 
add some clarity to 
Canada’s own approach to 
improving the lives of 
mothers and their young 
children in poor countries, 
amidst criticism Ottawa is 
trying to sidestep inclusion 
of abortion and family 
planning. 

More problematic, how- 
ever, is Canada’s goal to 
make sure countries are 
living up to their substan- 
tial — and expensive — 
promises of the past.

Province sets aggressive green plan 


Strategy seeks to have 40% of electricity from renewable resources by 2020 


It may be Canada’s 
second-smallest province, 
but Nova Scotia is 
planning to become a 
green giant when it comes 
to renewable energy. 

The NDP government 
introduced a bold plan 
Friday that commits the 
province to getting 40 per 
cent of its electricity from 
renewable resources by 
2020. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said the plan is one of the 
most aggressive in North 
America in terms of grow- 
ing the green energy sec- 
tor. 

“This is the transforma- 
tion of a province that 
currently has an electrici- 
ty supply that’s based al- 
most 90 per cent on fossil 
fuels,” he said, referring 
to the fact Nova Scotia 
gets most of its energy 
from coal-fired generating 
plants. 

“We will increase the 
amount of renewable en- 


ergy by four-fold by 2020.” 
California, a green 
leader in the United 


States, has committed to 
getting only 33 per cent of 
its energy from renewable 
sources by 2030. 

But the premier was 
quick to note Nova Scotia

No charges to be filed against Lahey in N.S.: RCMP

Quebec cabinet has unusual Sunday meeting amid rumours 


Quebec Premier Jean 
Charest took the unusual 
step of holding a cabinet 
meeting yesterday in an 
effort to refocus a govern- 
ment embroiled in a series 
of controversies over influ- 
ence-peddling. 

The meeting took place 
amid rumours of an im- 
pending cabinet shuffle 
but was explicitly held to 
map out how the govern- 
ment would achieve 
spending cuts promised in 
last month’s budget. 

The financial plan calls 
for the government to bal- 
ance its budget by 2014, 
which would entail $5.2 
billion worth of spending 
cuts. 

Finance Minister Ray- 
mond Bachand has prom- 
ised the government will 
shoulder more than 60 
per cent of the burden 
through cutbacks, while 
also. raising revenues 
through a series of tax 
and fee hikes, including a 
$200 annual health de- 
ductible.

Bachand said if Quebe- 
cers were skeptical about 
the government’s ability 
to reduce spending it was 
because the budget didn’t 
contain any drastic meas- 
ures.

months,” he said before 
going into the meeting. 

But Bachand claimed 18 
ministries had reduced 
spending growth to zero 
this year. 


“That’s major,” he said. 
“Unfortunately, it’s not 
spectacular.” 

Charest’s government 
has been distracted from 
selling the merits of its 
budget as it tries to quella 
number of simmering 
scandals. 

Principal among these 
are the allegations by for- 
mer justice minister Marc 
Bellemare that Liberal 
fundraisers had a say in 
nominating —_ provincial 
judges. 

That prompted Charest 
to call a public inquiry in- 
to the matter. 

The premier also faces 
almost daily questioning 
about his party’s ties to 
the construction industry 
and the government’s al- 
location of subsidized day- 
care spots, which the op- 
position claims tends to 
favour Liberal donors. 

Several recent polls have 
shown the government’s 
approval ratings are at 
rock bottom.

French veil debate heats up 


Husband of fined woman suspected of having three more wives 


She was fined for driving a 
car with a veil covering all 
but her eyes. Now, her 
husband is suspected of 
polygamy. 

The situation appears to 
be a boon to President 
Nicolas Sarkozy, who is try- 
ing to rush through con- 
troversial legislation for- 
bidding burqa-style Islamic 
veils that cover the face on 
the grounds they don’t re- 
spect French values or 
women’s dignity. But it has 
stoked debate and might 
backfire on legal grounds. 

Many Muslims fear a law 
banning face-covering veils 
because they say targeting 
the tiny minority of 
women who cover their 
faces stigmatizes France’s 
entire Muslim community 
— at an estimated five mil- 


lion people, the largest in 
western Europe. 

The revelation last week 
that a police officer cited a 
31-year-old woman in 
Nantes for driving with ap- 
parel that hinders vision 
provided a taste of what is 
in store for France if a 
measure banning face-cov- 
ering veils is passed, as ex- 
pected. 

The government said af- 
ter Wednesday’s cabinet 
meeting that Sarkozy 
wants a law banning such 
veils even in the streets, 
despite the conclusions of 
a report by France’s Coun- 
cil of State saying such a 
law might not pass consti- 
tutional muster. The bill 
will be introduced in May, 
government spokesman 
Luc Chatel said.

After ignoring villagers’

DALIAN Local officials in 
northeastern China have 
ordered the mayor of a 
small city to resign after he 
ignored scores of villagers 
who knelt in front of gov- 
ernment offices to appeal 
for an investigation into of 
ficial corruption, state me- 
dia said yesterday. 

The Dalian city govern- 
ment on Saturday ordered 
the mayor of Zhuanghe 
city to resign for his “mis- 
management” of the April

The mass petition was 
widely reported on Chi- 
nese websites and Internet 
users at the time slammed 
Sun Ming, the mayor, for 
his lack of response to the 
villagers.

What type of waste 
[e) are fluorescent 
‘ lamps and _ bulbs 
and how do I dispose of 
them? 
Universal waste is a 
A category that de- 
scribes waste that is 
present in a wide number 
of locations and quantities 
that are located in non- 
hazardous waste systems. 
This waste includes haz- 
ardous waste elements in 
them but not enough to 
trigger inclusion under 
higher risk hazardous 
waste legislation. Typical 
items classified as univer- 
sal waste include batteries, 
thermostats, some pesti- 


cides, and mercury vapour 
lamps (including fluores- 
cent lamps and bulbs). 

The benefit of fluores- 
cent technology has been 
proven through energy 
savings. For example, a 13- 
watt compact fluorescent 
light (CFL) bulb can _pro- 
vide the same light level as 
a 60-watt incandescent 
bulb. Fluorescent bulbs 
and lamps have small 
amounts of mercury in 
them that is charged inside 
the tube to create light. 

The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency suggests 
a 25-watt CFL bulb con- 
tains approximately five 
mg per unit of mercury 
(tip of a ballpoint pen), 
compared to about 500 to 
3,000 mg in a mercury 
thermometer. This mercu- 
ry amount is less than 
what would be emitted 
from mercury emitted 
from power plants 
through the reductions in 
energy. 


Though it is a small 
amount of mercury per 
bulb, the amount entering 
our waste stream will con- 
tinue to increase. Emerg- 
ing technology such as 
LEDs does not contain mer- 
cury. 
In the U.S., the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
has set national recycling 
targets and some states are 
enacting legislation and in- 
dustry stewardship pro- 
grams. Recycling technolo- 
gy can capture the mercu- 
ry and use the other glass 
and metals in new materi- 
als. 

In 2005, Pollution Probe 
released a study on increas- 
ing the recycling of lamps 
in Canada. A number of op- 
tions are proposed includ- 
ing education programs, 
disposal bans, and extend- 
ed producer responsibility. 

Currently, there is no re- 
quirement to recycle fluo- 
rescent lamps and bulbs 
and there are only a few 


options. If you are a larger 
organization you may con- 
sider an onsite “bulb- 
crushing” unit that crush- 
es lamps and tubes. Mercu- 
ry is captured in a filter 
and then is handled 
through hazardous waste 
streams. 

Some companies are 
starting to offer commer- 
cial recycling services 
where lamps are shipped 
to an offsite recycling cen- 
ter. As a householder, a few 
companies like Home De- 
pot have bins for collecting 
CFLs for recycling. 

To improve recycling 
rates in Nova Scotia op- 
tions such as passing a dis- 
posal ban and working 
with industry to establish 
an industry stewardship 
program similar to elec- 
tronics should be seriously 
considered.

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British government 
issues apology to Pope 


Britain’s Foreign Office is- 
sued a hasty apology yes- 
terday to Pope Benedict af- 
ter publication of an inter- 
nal memo in which offi- 
cials joked he could open 
an abortion clinic, launch 
a range of condoms or sing 
a duet with the Queen dur- 
ing a four-day visit in Sep- 
tember. 

The document, sections 
of which were published in 
the Sunday Telegraph 
newspaper, also proposed 
the Pope could bless a gay 
marriage, and acknowl- 
edge the clerical sex abuse 
scandal by establishing a 
hotline for abused chil- 
dren, or honouring abuse 
whistleblowers. 

Junior officials wrote the 
memo following a brain- 


storming session intended 
to discuss ideas for the vis- 
it, the first to Britain by 
the head of the Roman 
Catholic Church — since 
pope John Paul in 1982. 

Though some included 
advice for Britain’s govern- 
ment on how to approach 
the abuse scandal, the min- 
istry condemned many of 
the proposals as “ill- 
judged, naive and disre- 
spectful.” 

Britain’s ambassador to 
the Vatican, Francis Camp- 
bell, met senior Vatican of- 
ficials to offer a formal 
apology and one individual 
involved in drafting the 
memo has been trans- 
ferred to other duties, the 
ministry said.

Wine can make people 
think of a lot of different 
things, especially good 
food, good friends and 
good times. Increasingly 
you can add another good 
to the list — good environ- 
mental stewardship. 

Organic wines, which 
avoid the use of pesticides 
in grapes and is produced 
through sustainable farm- 
ing practices, is becoming a 
more frequent presence on 
Canadian liquor _ store 
shelves. 

The environmentally con- 
scious consumer does not 
have to make a sacrifice to 
drink green wine. Accord- 


ing to Hillary Dawson, pres- 
ident of the Wine Council 
of Ontario, there is no dif:

Biofuels linked 
to food shortage

The increasing use of biofuels 
could drive millions of people in 
the developing world deeper into 
poverty and hunger, warns a lead- 
ing humanitarian organization. 

London-based charity Action 
Aid denounced that vast fields in 
Africa, South America and India 
are currently dedicated to the pro- 
duction of biofuel crops such as 
wheat and corn, instead of food 
for local communities, leaving 
thousands at risk of starvation. 

Tim Rice, Action Aid’s biofuels 
adviser and author of a recent re- 
port on its impact in the develop- 
ing world, said: 

“As you put more and more 
maize and wheat into the biofuel 
chain, food prices are going up. 
We anticipate that if biofuels con- 
tinue on their current path to 
2020, this could drive hundreds of 
millions of more people into 
hunger.” 

The activists are also question- 
ing the effectiveness of biofuels to 
combat climate change. They say 
fertilizers used to grow the crops 
release large amounts of nitrous 
oxide, a gas 300 times stronger

than carbon dioxide. 

“There are quicker, better and 
cheaper ways to reduce our fuel 
consumption than biofuels: Re- 
duce consumption, double effi- 
ciency of cars and reduce speed 
limits,” Rice said. 

Biofuels are a form of oil pro- 
duced from plants, vegetable oils 
and treated waste. Most of the 
wheat and maize grown across 
Africa and South America is des- 
tined for the European Union, 
which has set targets for a four- 
fold increase in the consumption 
of the green oil by 2020. 

Raju Sona, from India, is one of 
the people Action Aid describes as 
victims of the “biofuel craze.” 

Two years ago, a biofuel compa- 
ny gave Sona jatropha plants for 
him to grow instead of food. 

He was told he would make a 
profitable business but the yield 
was too low, leaving him with a 
field full of useless jatropha 
saplings and no way to produce 
food for his family. He has since 
started growing food again. 

“We were buying everything at 
that time,” Sona said. “Vegetables 
are very expensive. Now we can 
save money with all the things we 
grow — this is good land for grow- 
ing ginger, onions and garlic.”

“Factory farms are a recipe for 
disaster,” says Danielle Nieren- 
berg, a researcher at the World- 
watch Institute and the author of 
the report Happier Meals: Re- 
thinking the Global Meat Indus- 
try. 

“Modern meat and dairy pro- 
duction confines thousands of an- 
imals together in crowded, filthy 
conditions, which creates a per- 
fect environment for the spread 
of disease between animals and 
potentially to humans.” 

Today, 18 per cent of the 
world’s greenhouse gases come 
from meat production, according 
to figures from the FAO (the Unit- 
ed Nations Food and Agricultural 
Organization). That’s more emis- 
sions than the entire transport 
sector produces. 

The problem isn’t the meat, say 
PETA and environmental organi- 
zations like the Sierra Club and 
the Environmental Defence Club, 
along with Paul McCartney — fac- 
tory farms are. 

“Pasture-based livestock  sys- 
tems are better for both animals 
and the environment,” explains 
Nierenberg. “And while manure 
from factory farms is considered 
toxic waste because of the huge

quantities which often end up 
polluting water, soil and air, the 
manure from smaller farms can 
be valuable as organic fertilizer.”

On his farm in southwest Eng- 
land, Christopher Thomas-Ever- 
ard raises 400 beef cows for a pop- 
ulation he believes doesn’t eat 
enough meat. 

“Most people need more iron 
and vitamin B12, which you can 
get from meat and not much 
else,” he explains. 

“Seventy-five per cent of the 
land in the world has vegetation 
that can’t be eaten by people, but 
animals can eat it. If we don’t use 
this land, people will starve. ”

Corporate Canada poised for strong growth

Spock raises V 
in Vulcan pride 


sci-Fl Mr. Spock came 
home Friday, ironically by 
boldly going somewhere 
he’d never gone before. 

Leonard Nimoy, the actor 
who turned the sci-fi sci- 
ence officer into a pop-cul- 
ture icon on the TV series 
Star Trek, made his first trip 
to the town of Vulcan, Alta., 
south of Calgary, to be hon- 
oured by throngs of fans 
decked out in pointy ears 
and Starfleet tunics. 

“T have been a Vulcan for 
44 years,” Nimoy said to 
cheers and applause. “I fig- 
ured it was about time I 
came home.” 

Vulcan was the name of 
Spock’s home planet on 
the 1960s show that has 
since mushroomed into a 
multibillion-dollar global 
phenomenon of movies, 
games and memorabilia. 

The 79-year-old icon ar- 
rived and was immediately 
whisked into the Vulcan 
Tourism and Trek Station, 
a futuristic circular build- 
ing epitomizing the town’s 
fascination with the show 
and its determination to 
turn it into a tourism cash 
cow. 

Nimoy was the star of a 
parade, had his handprint 
immortalized with fingers 
spread in the famous Vul- 


can V and got the key to 
the town. 

He told the town his fa- 
mous character had taken 
him all over the world, 
gotten him inducted to the 
space hall of fame, and 
helped him shoot far past 
his dream of simply mak- 
ing a living as an actor. 

“In all of these experi- 
ences I have never had an 
experience quite as touch- 
ing as I’m having here to- 
day.”

Ex-governor skips premiere 


Film A much-anticipated 
documentary about former 
New York governor Eliot 
Spitzer premiered at the 
Tribeca Film Festival. 

Though many of those in- 
terviewed for the film were 
in attendance Saturday 
evening, the documentary’s 
subject was not. Director 
Alex Gibney, whose Taxi to 
the Dark Side won the 2007 
documentary Oscar, inter- 
viewed Spitzer four times 
over the two years he spent 
making the film. 

Though it was billed as 
unfinished and doesn’t yet 
have a title, Gibney said 
the film was “mostly fin- 
ished.” He made the film 
in tandem with author Pe- 
ter Elkind, whose book 
Rough Justice: The Rise 
and Fall of Eliot Spitzer 
was recently released. 

Ashley Dupre, the for- 
mer call girl involved in 
the scandal, was not inter- 
viewed for the film. Gibney 
told the audience she 
asked for editorial control, 
which he refused. Mes- 
sages left with representa- 
tives of Dupre late Satur- 
day night weren’t immedi- 
ately returned. 

Among those interviewed 
on camera were former 
CEO Cecil Suwal of the Em- 
peror’s Club VIP escort serv- 
ice and Spitzer rivals former 
New York Sen. Joe Bruno 
and Kenneth Langone, the 
former director of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 


Gibney said he also dis- 
covered the identity of an- 
other prostitute, Angelina, 
whom Spitzer frequently 
visited. She wouldn’t be in- 
terviewed on camera, 
though, so Gibney hired an 
actress to read her answers 
in character. 

Spitzer’s wife, Silda Wall 
Spitzer, did- 
n’t grant an 
interview for 
the docu- 
j mentary. 

Often _ sit- 
ting on a 
couch in a 
suit with his 
legs crossed, Spitzer looks 
directly into the camera as 
he tries to explain why he 
continued to visit prosti- 
tutes before resigning in 
2008. 

“You cave to temptations 
in ways that seem easier 
and perhaps less damag- 
ing,” he says. 

The documentary tracks 
Spitzer’s meteoric rise in 
New York politics and his 
crusades against Merrill 
Lynch, AIG and the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

The film also raises 
questions about the inves- 
tigation into the Emper- 
or’s Club, suggesting that

700 g fresh (or frozen and 
thawed) shad, sole, or 
flounder fillets 

1 tbsp butter or 
margarine, melted 

1 tbsp lemon juice 

1 tbsp finely chopped yel- 
low onion 

1 tbsp drained prepared 
horseradish 

1 tbsp Dijon mustard 

1A tsp salt 

18 tsp black pepper 

1 tbsp butter or margarine 
2 cups sliced fresh mush- 
rooms 


METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler. Rinse 
fish and pat dry. In small 
bowl, stir together 1 tbsp 
melted butter, lemon 
juice, onion, horseradish, 
Dijon mustard, salt, and 


pepper. 


2. Place fish on lightly- 
greased broiler pan rack. 
Tuck under thin edges of 
fillets. Brush with lemon 
mixture. Broil 5 inches 
from heat 3 to 6 minutes 
or until fish flakes when 
tested with fork, brushing 
once with lemon mixture. 


3. Meanwhile, in medium- 
size skillet, melt 1 tbsp 
butter over moderate 
heat. Add mushrooms and 
cook 3 minutes or until 
tender. Serve mushrooms 
on top of fish.
